MANILA, July 11.—The bodies of H. TY.
Everstt, & government forester, and T. R
Wakely, & schopl teacher, who were mur-
dered meveral weesk= ago by iribesmen

while on an expedition Into the
mountaln reglons of the leland of Negros
have been recovered by Lieutenant Ahern
of the constnbulary forcea after a difficul’
and dangeraus search. Lisutenant Ahern
tells of Tindirg the bodles In the following
telegram which has been recelved hore:
Am returning with remains of Everett
and Wakely, which we found noar their
last camp In the Bayaual mountaines, Al
firat our guldes weré apparently afraid to
lead us Into the mountalns of the Interior
Isiand along the route traveled by the two
murderad men, Luockily we al lepgth suo-
ereded In securing guldes Who were ao-
qualnted with Ayhan, the leader of the
murderera, and wlo took us to the lant
camp of Evereit and Wakely.

Ayhao, it war explained, planned the
murder while acting as one of the native
guides which were conducting the two
white men Lo the Interior of the lsland.
While gamblitig with the other guldes he
drugsed the entired party with the fumes
trom a plant. Ayhno and some followers
then killed Everott and Wakely and flve
ulles. The only excuse given hy Avhao
or murdoring the party was that he felt
ke killing some one.
